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CHAPTER 1 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1. For the Filipino people who regard the Armed Forces of the Philippines as 
the defender and shield of the nation, unprodded performance and excellent 
service is called and expected. Such privilege has always been safeguarded 
by the AFP workforce and deemed an honor worthy to become a part of. This 
mindset is evident in the numerous men and women entering the military 
service given the nature and demands of the job, apart from the quality of 
work they put across in defending the Constitution and the Republic of the 
Philippines. 

2. This commitment is also captured by each award and decoration that 
soldiers and units received, and for as long as awards and decorations are 
conferred and created, trust from the Filipino people and excellence from the 
AFP persist. 


Section 1-1 Introduction 


1. Background 

a. The acts of awarding and honoring have long been practiced, adopted 
and have continuously weaved with the evolving systems, organizations and 
settings throughout history. This can only attest to their role and value which 
remain imperative and enduring. 

b. The Republic of the Philippines acknowledges the merits of recognizing 
the distinguished achievements and services of its citizens and of friendly 
foreign nations in the attainment of national security and development. Such 
is manifested in the establishment of Executive Order 236, otherwise known 
as the “Honors Code of the Philippines”. 

c. The Armed Forces of the Philippines likewise recognizes the benefits 
and importance of these practices as exemplified in the core characteristics 
and guiding principles to which this Awards and Decorations Manual is 
anchored to, as cited on the proceeding paragraphs. 

1) Core Characteristics 

a) Fair - Fairness is being free from bias or treating all sides alike, 
justly, equitably, and in conformity with existing rules and standards. The AFP 
Awards and Decorations System adheres to a common standard and 
guidelines and ensures that recipients are worthy and have demonstrated 
exceptional heroism, achievement or service based on the criteria of the 
awards. The process in itself starts with an apolitical and biased-free 
recommendation by the Commanding Officer of a unit or a competent 
personality who has knowledge of the deed or act, achievement or service. 
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b) Acceptable -Acceptability happens when the system gains 
approval of all stakeholders in the aspect of resource availability and 
attainment of the desired objectives/effects. In the AFP Awards and 
Decoration System, the synergistic effect of complying with all the other core 
characteristics, as applied in the selection of Board composition and 
processing the awards inclusive of all the implementing policies of the system. 
Equally important in this value is the intrinsic appreciation of the recipient of 
an award in the right time and place/occasion. 

c) Simple - Simplicity is being understandable, clear and straight 
to the point. It manifests straightforward, clear, and uncomplicated criteria, 
process and procedures to ensure thorough understanding and 
implementation. The AFP’s procedures on giving awards and decorations are 
clearly stated and explained. The objectives and policies are stated in such a 
way that it goes directly to the point. 

d) Timely - Timeliness is being at the right time and condition, or in 
the case of awards, conferring the honors at the opportune or appropriate 
time-time in this sense is falling within a prescribed or reasonable time. 

e) Enduring- It is to undergo, experience and sustain without 
giving way or yielding. The Armed Forces of the Philippines’Awards and 
Decorations System will be applicable to all kinds of medals, ribbons and 
badges to recognize the exceptional acts, achievements and services of AFP 
personnel. The system shall always be responsive even with the emerging 
changes that come with time. 

f) Responsive - It addresses the need/objective. The Armed 
Forces of the Philippines’ Awards and Decorations criteria, policies and 
instructions before granting Awards and Decorations are mentioned clearly 
and specifically. 

2) Guiding Principles 

a) Do not Demotivate People. Essentially, soldiers want to perform 
well. They are intrinsically motivated to seek and attain positive results. This 
zeal for achievement compels most, if not all, soldiers to perform their duties 
ever to the extent of sacrificing their lives. Thus, the basic rule is “Don’t 
demotivate them”. It is with this premise that the AFP awards being conferred 
aim to push soldiers or units to perform well or even better. 

b) Work for an Integrated and Balance Response. The essence of 
structuring is to unify and synergize organizational capacity into a single entity 
working together to provide responsive services to emerging requirement of 
soldiers and AFP units, where inter-unit coordination and cooperation are 
highly encouraged between and among commanders, staff and 
committees/boards. 

c) Develop a Culture of Preparedness. The certainty of occurrence 
relative to the AFP Awards and Decorations is a reality, though the time and 
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place of triggering events are still unpredictable. As such, the AFP pushes for 
a culture of preparedness that emphasizes on the core characteristics of the 
system to attain set goals and objectives. 

d) Take Advantage of Emerging Technologies. Innovations and 
development in technology are regular themes of almost all organizations. 
The usefulness of new products, processes and services emerging from such 
technologies, when rightfully utilized, simplifies complex settings while 
providing friendly, clear and fast solutions/actions. The AFP Awards and 
Decorations System has everything to gain in continually adopting needed 
technologies. 

e) Be Flexible. Challenges, preparedness and responses will 
always be dependent on diverse needs emanating from the changes in the 
environment. The AFP will always be creative yet focused on implementing 
the Awards and Decorations System in anticipation of future changes that 
could affect the impact of the system to the individual soldiers and concerned 
AFP units. 

f) Ensure Real-time Accomplishment/Achievement of Desired End 
State. The AFP ensures that acts of heroism, achievements and services of 
deserving personnel are timely recognized to boost morale and motivate the 
concerned individual and unit to internally strive for excellence. 

g) Ensure Responsibilities and Accountabilities. Institutionalizing 
accountability as a functioning part of a personnel management system is 
essential to the AFP. It is in this effort that ownership, motivational recognition 
is firmly in place, which consequently promotes mutual respect and teamwork 
among involved stakeholders. 

2. Significance 

a. Recognition is a human need. It is an innate desire of every person to 
be acknowledged and recognized for an act/deed notably done, and such 
public conferring of awards and decorations only precedes a strengthened 
self worth. Further, it becomes a justification that one’s part or purpose is of 
great significance. 

b. Recognition is a driving force/motivation in the attainment of greater 
individual and, subsequently, organizational goals. In the AFP, where men 
and women are committed to support and defend the Constitution of the 
Republic of the Philippines and where unbounded service and risk of lives are 
great and demanding, prompt and appropriate recognition of meritorious and 
outstanding performance and deeds become a driving force that harness 
innate qualities and potentials for the attainment of an assigned mission. 

c. Recognition is an embodiment of competence and excellence. Awards 
and decorations conferred are no mere proofs and memorabilia of exemplary 
acts, more significantly, these are embodiments of selfless intents, reflections 
of efficiency and effectiveness displayed, and are enduring models and 
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inspirations of competence and excellence in a given task or an assigned 
mission. 

d. In the same way, recognizing personnel strengthens the morale and 
value system of the whole organization. The practice of conferring awards in 
the AFP only validates that its objectives run alongside boosting the morale of 
troops and personnel. 

3. Purpose. This manual prescribes the policies, criteria and administrative 
instructions relative to granting of awards and decorations in the AFP in order 
to recognize exceptional acts of heroism and exemplary achievements/service 
of deserving persons/units/organizations. 

4. Applicability. The policies stipulated herein apply to any personnel, unit, 
organization, military or civilian, local or foreign, who distinguished 
himself/itself in outstanding achievement, heroism or service in activities 
relevant to the national security and development objectives of the AFP. 

Section 1-2 The Authorized Awards of the Armed Forces 
of the Philippines 

1. Types of Awards. All decorations, medals, badges, streamers, plaques, 
trophies, letters and certificates for the purpose of this manual shall be 
collectively referred to as “award”. 

a. Types according to the nature of the act. 

1) Service - Awards intended to merit the exemplary 
performance/execution of duties/responsibilities over a specific period of time. 
Relief from duties/position is a requirement to earn this award. 

2) Achievement - Awards conferred to recognize exceptional 
accomplishments with easily discernible beginning and end carried through 
completion, the length of time involved is not a consideration but speed and 
impact of accomplishment are factors in themselves. Relief from 
duties/position is not a requirement to earn an achievement award. 

3) Fleroism - Awards made purposely to merit outstanding acts of 
bravery or courage, or a closely related series of heroic acts performed with a 
short period of time. It may be a combat- or non-combat related act. Relief 
from position/designation is not a requirement to earn this award. 

b. Types according to the recipient. 

1) Individual - Awards granted to recognize exemplary 

service/achievement/heroism sustained or performed by an individual. 

2) Unit - Awards granted to a unit to recognize exemplary 
service/achievement/heroism as a result of a group or unit effort. 
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3) Civilian - Awards intended for civilian personnel/organization to 
recognize outstanding service/achievement/heroism, which are in support of 
the AFP’s objectives for security, peace and development. 

2. Classification of Awards 

a. Decorations - These are medals and badges awarded to individuals to 
recognize their exceptional accomplishments in line or outside their call of 
duty, or their outstanding services to the AFP or the Nation as a whole. The 
following are the authorized decorations of the AFP in their order of 
precedence where the primacy follows; the ranking of the approving authority, 
and combat-related heroism/achievement over other types of awards.

b. Service Medals and Ribbons - Service medals and ribbons are 
awarded to individuals who render military service in war, in campaign, or in 
the Armed Forces under certain conditions within a definite period of time. 
More specifically, ribbons are usually flat or tubular, narrow closely woven 
fabrics (as of silk or rayon) that are generally issued for wear in place of 
medals.The service ribbon for a specific medal is usually identical to the 
suspension ribbon on the medal. The service medals and ribbonsare 
arranged alphabetically and follow no hierarchy or precedence.

c. Badges -Awards that signify rating, qualification, or accomplishment in 
several career fields, and also serve as identification devices for personnel 
occupying certain assignments in the AFP. Badges are usually made from 
metal, plastic, leather, textile and rubber. Moreover, specialty badges are 
awarded to those graduates of specialty and career courses who had satisfied 
course requirements. The badges are arranged alphabetically and follow no 
hierarchy or precedence.

d. Streamers - These are unit awards conferred to units in the AFP to 
merit their outstanding and notable accomplishments and services.

3. Other Forms of Awards 

a. Letters and Plaques 

1) Letter of Commendation - It is a written expression of 
acknowledgement of a Commanding Officer or head of office given to military 
and civilian personnel of the AFP for meritorious achievement that do not 
meet the criteria for decorations. 

2) Letter of Appreciation - It is a written expression of gratification of a 
Commanding Officer or head of office given to military and civilian personnel 
of the AFP to recognize acts or services that do not meet the criteria for 
decorations. 

3) Plaque of Appreciation 

a) It is an award given by any unit commander to military or civilian 
personnel or private persons, corporation or entity in grateful 
acknowledgement of their contribution and support to the accomplishments of 
the AFP mission. 

b) Likewise, this is an award of gratitude given to wives/husbands 
of Generals/Flag Officers in the AFP, Major Services, and TAS to recognize 
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their unselfish, faithful, and devoted support to their respective military 
spouses. 

4) Command Plaque - An award given/presented by the CSAFP to 
retiring Major Service/Unified Commander or any Commander with TO of 0-7 
to military or civilian personnel or private person, Corporations or entity to 
recognize their important role and remarkable service. 

5) Plaque of Honorable Service - An award given/presented by the 
CSAFP to retiring Major Service/TAS Officers with rank of 0-7 and above to 
merit their unwavering dedication and service to the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines. 

6) Plaque of Recognition - An award given to recognize outstanding 
achievements and services of any military or civilian personnel, corporation or 
entity in the realization and attainment of the AFP’s organizational and 
national objectives. 

b. Certificates 

1) Special/Certificate of Appreciation 

a) It is a written expression of gratitude to recognize the 
performance or achievement during a period of conflict. This is awarded by 
the Chief of Staff, AFP and Secretary of National Defense to widows, parents 
and next of kin of the members of the Armed Forces of the Philippines for loss 
of lives in line of duty during any war or period of armed conflicts in defense of 
the state. 


b) Also, this is a written expression of gratitude to recognize the 
unselfish, faithful, and devoted support of the wives/husbands of AFP, Major 
Services and TAS officers with rank of COL and below, Enlisted Personnel, 
and Civilian Employees who compulsory retire from the service. 

2) Certificate of Honorable Service - This is awarded by The Adjutant 
General, AFP and the Major Service Adjutants to all military officers with a 
rank of 0-6 and below, enlisted personnel and civilian employees of the AFP 
who are honorably separated from the service, in recognition of their faithful 
and honorable service with the Armed Forces of the Philippines. 

3) Peace and Order Campaign Certificate - This is awarded by 
Commanders, Major Service/Area Commands Division/Brigade or their 
equivalent in the PAF and in the PN to the AFP military personnel/units for 
exceptionally meritorious service rendered in the successful accomplishment 
of their mission with distinction. 

4) Peace and Order Campaign Certificate of Merit - It is an award 
conferred by the Chief of Staff, AFP to military personnel/unit and Integrated 
Civilian Home Defense Forces (ICHDFs) for exceptionally meritorious service 
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rendered in the defense of the state, particularly in the operations against 
outlaws, insurgents, etc. 


c. Trophies 

1) Chief of Staff Trophy - It is an award given by the Chief of Staff, 
AFP to winning military athletes/competitors assigned with GHQ & HSG, 
AFPWSSUs, United Commands and Major Service Commands to recognize 
the victory obtained in military athletics, social function and civic action 
activities. 

2) Major Service Commanders’ Trophy - It is an award given by 
Military Service Commanders to military athletes assigned with Major 
Subordinate Units to recognize the victory obtained in military athletics, social 
functions and civic action activities. 

3) Staff Trophy - It is an award given by the Chief of Staff, AFP, 
TDCS, AFP and Joint Staffs to AFP athletes assigned to subordinate units 
and offices, AFPWSSUs, Unified Commands and at offices of the Major 
Services, who are winners of military athletics, social functions and civic 
action activities. 

4. Appurtenance - A device added or attached to a basic decoration to 
distinguish each deed and succeeding deeds of achievements falling under 
the same category. Instead of awarding the same decoration and service 
medal, an appurtenance is substituted for the medal. It is important to note as 
well that one appurtenance will be awarded for every tour of duty. The 
different types of appurtenance are as follows:

5. Guidelines in Wearing Awards and Decorations 

It is imperative to note that the guidelines with regards to the wearing of 
awards and decorations will be in accordance with the AFP Uniform Code. 
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CHAPTER 2 

AWARDS AND DECORATIONS PROCEDURES AND 
THE DIFFERENT BOARD COMPOSITIONS 

The AFP, as a general policy, publicly and timely recognizes the acts of 
heroism, exceptional services and achievements of every AFP personnel. 
This chapter provides the process guidelines and policies governing the AFP 
Awards and Decorations to ensure the uniform and standardized 
implementation in all AFP levels of command. 

Section 2-1 Process Flow 

1. Awards and Decorations Process Flow - This process provides the 
step-by-step procedures in a given period following the Recommend-Process- 
Approve-Confer-Record flow where triggering events start the process to roll 
until decisions are made and records are kept. 
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Figure 2.1 Process Flow for all Awards (except Medal For Valor) 
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a. Recommending Phase 
1) When to recommend 

a) A recommendation for an appropriate award is triggered by 
exceptional achievements, acts of heroism or exemplary service 
accomplished by military or any civilian personalities in their performance or 
participation in all military operations, events, highlights and activities. 
However, successful accomplishments which are normally expected to be 
attained,are not in itself sufficient justifications for awards to be approved. 
Rather, achievements/services/acts of heroism must be superior in nature 
where the following general conditions are at play: 

(1) Acts in combat with armed threat forces against the 
Republic of the Philippines or the Filipino People; 

(2) Acts in declared emergency situations; 

(3) Acts under extraordinary circumstances affecting national 
security or interests; and, 

(4) Acts or services contributing to transformational changes of 
national implication. 

b) The recommendation shall be timely prepared and forwarded to 
the concerned processing staff/officer one (1) week upon the occurrence, 
completion or satisfaction of an act of heroism/achievement/service with 
exceptions on the following: 

(1) For awards based on a period of meritorious service in a 
given assignment, a recommendation shall not be made while the individual 
being recommended is still performing and/or has not yet been relieved from 
such assignment unless the recommendee has been performing his/her duty 
for at least three (3) years. 

(2) On anticipated occasions like retirement, relief, unit 
anniversaries, and the like, recommendations for awards should have 
reached General Headquarters (Attn: OTAG) 45 days before the actual date 
of presentation. 

(3) On occasion of sudden relief from positions without cause 
such as those in the key positions (CSAFP, VCSAFP, TDCS, Major Service 
Commanders, and others), awards to be accorded shall be in the form of 
“Interim Awards” unless there is sufficient time for the processing of the 
recommended award until its approval. On occasion of retirement, the award 
to be accorded shall also be in the form of “Interim Award” unless the 
responsible officers of the unit or office concerned have complied with the 45 
days requirement wherein the recommendation must have reached the 
General Headquarters. No award will be presented without the approval of 
concerned approving authorities. 

c) A prescription period of three (3) years shall apply for all 
recommendations. Any act/deed recommended exceeding the three-year 
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grace period shall not be processed and shall be returned to the 
recommending unit or authorities concerned. 

2) Who can recommend 

a) The Commanding Officer, Immediate Chief of the personnel 
involved or his personnel staff upon instruction or members of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines who were present and participated at the time or 
who have knowledge of the act, service or achievement may initiate the 
recommendation for a specific award. 

b) The Commander/Chief of a unit/office shall be the signatory for 
the recommendation. 

c) Deputy/Next in line for the Commander or Chief of Office. 

d) Recommending authorities who sign the recommendations 
should have the knowledge of the service or act for which the recommended 
award is based. In case of combat awards, sworn statements of at least two 
incontestable witnesses are necessary. The eyewitnesses, in the official 
records, should be known to have been present in the engagement where the 
service or act took place. Written testimonies shall be in the form of 
certifications and affidavits. 

e) In isolated cases where the lone survivor cannot possibly 
present eyewitnesses to the act in question, the testimonies of his 
Commanding Officer and/or other officers and men of his unit to whom the 
incident was reported can be admissible as evidence. These cases should be 
treated more as an exception. 

3) How to recommend: 

a) The recommendations of awards follow the communication flow 
through the Chain of Command. The process starts with the basic letter of 
recommendation prepared by the recommending unit Commander/Head of 
Office and transmitted to higher authorities who have jurisdiction to approve 
specific awards or endorse to the next level of command that has authority to 
approve over the recommended award. 

b) The unit or office concerned forwards the recommendations to 
higher authorities (through channels) as timely as possible up to the level of 
the corresponding approving authority. If circumstances preclude submission 
of a completely documented recommendation, it is best to submit it 
immediately with the information that is required and additional documents 
shall be provided later. 

c) In case of delayed recommendations of awards, initiating unit 
Commanders or office Heads shall include in their recommendation reasons 
for the delay and other additional requirement necessary for inquiry and 
justification purposes on the delay of the recommendation. 
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d) Recommendations of Awards that need the approval of the 
Major Service Commanders shall pass through their respective Service 
Adjutants for the processing by the concerned Major Service Awards and 
Decorations Board Secretary. Recommendations of awards coming from 
Unified Commands and AFPWSSUs shall pass through the AFP Adjutant 
General for processing by th GHQ Awards and Decorations Board. 

e) Recommendations of awards that need the approval of the 
VCSAFP, CSAFP, SND, or the President of the Philippines shall pass through 
the AFP Adjutant General for processing by the AFP Awards and Decorations 
Board Secretary assigned for the purpose. 

f) Recommendations shall be submitted with the following 
attachments: 


(1) Recommendation Letter- (Prescribed format on page 4-2) 
It must be simple and in narrative form, including minimal related and relevant 
information as follows: 

(a) Name and location of person, unit and activity 

(b) Inclusive dates for the award (which clearly captures the 
incidents/acts/events relevant to the narrative statements) 

(c) The narrative description of the accomplishment/s or 
service containing specific and factual data in support to the recommended 
award to include, but not limited to, the following: 

• How the event/act happened; 

• What were the benefits or results; 

• Why or how the act, achievement or service exceeded 
normal expectations/performance 

For a recommended award involving individual personnel, 
details to include the rank, full name, serial number, specialization, branch of 
service, unit of assignment at the time of the initiating act/event/activity for the 
award must be clearly stated. 

For group awards, the level of participation of individuals 
must be specified and must be properly supported by documents. 

(2) Citation - The citation as an attachment shall be of Arial 
font, 12 fontsize, single spaced and shall not exceed two (2) pages of an A4 
sized paper. 

(3) Evaluation Matrix - (Prescribed format on page 4-3). It 
shall be accomplished as an additional supporting document for the 
recommendation for service awards such as the DSS, PLOH, OAM, DSM, 
MAM and MMM. 
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g) The following guidelines shall apply in the writing of narrative 
descriptions and citations. 

(1) Major accomplishments/events shall be cited in 
sequential/chronological order. 

(2) Descriptions shall be concise and simple while capturing 
the significant intent of the act/deed. This shall also mean avoiding the use of 
too rhetorical forms or descriptions. 

(3) Avoid the use of incriminatory words considering their legal 
presumptions or implications. 

h) Hard copy and electronic copy of attachments shall be 
appropriately packaged and shall be submitted to the concerned 
board/committee. The number of hard copies to be submitted shall 
correspond to the members of the deliberating board/committee. 

i) The recommending commander/office/head chief concerned is 
responsible in ensuring that recommendations are transmitted to 
approving/deliberating authorities and that higher awards are endorsed 
appropriately to higher authorities. 

b. Processing/Deliberating Phase 

1) When to process/deliberate 

a) Deliberation of awards shall take two (2) weeks utmost from the 
receipt of the recommendation. 

b) In cases of conflicting schedules, the headquarter’s/unit’s 
mandated activities shall be prioritized, however, minimal delay must be 
observed so as to maintain the prompt objective of the whole awarding 
process. 

2) Who must process/deliberate. The concerned board/committee 
shall be responsible for the prompt and fair deliberation of recommended 
awards. 

3) How to process/deliberate 

a) Upon receipt of the recommendation, the different board 
secretariat; Chief of the Morale Division/Branch, OTAG, AFP, Chief of the 
Morale Branch, PMC, PA/PAF/PN, and the Adjutants, shall: 

(1) Ensure the completeness of the submitted documents and 
take into consideration that non-conformity to the standard templates, forms 
and guidelines for the documentary requirements may subject the 
recommendation for return without action. 

(2) Undertake the initial processing of the recommendations 
and have them calendared for board deliberations, prepare immediate 
minutes of board deliberations and complete staff work on the Board’s actions 
for approval by higher or appropriate authorities. 
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(3) Relatively, the Chairman of the concerned Board or any of 
its members, upon instruction, shall calendar/schedule the deliberation of the 
award. Or in some isolated cases, the Chairman may call a special board 
meeting to deliberate awards that require immediate action. 

b) The Secretary shall then recommend to the Chairman the 
schedules of deliberations for approval and subsequently inform the board 
members of the approved schedules. The Secretary shall also provide each 
member a complete copy of the recommendations for their advance review 
and perusal. 

c) The Secretariat shall inspect and confirm the recommendation 
of awards (under their jurisdiction) in compliance to the following rules: 

(1) One award shall be made for the same act of heroism, 
extraordinary achievement, or period of meritorious achievement. 

(2) Duplicating awards shall not be made for outstanding 
achievement and inclusive meritorious service within the same period of time. 
Continuation of the same or similar type of duty previously recognized by an 
award shall not be the basis for a second decoration. 

(3) If appropriate, an award maybe made to incorporate the 
extended period of services by superseding or amending the earlier award. 
(Illustration: MMM as service award issued to personnel who is presently in 
his position for more than three years. Upon his relief, that issued MMM shall 
be amended to include the extended service). 

(4) For the service awards (i.e, DSS, MMM-service), relief from 
position is a mandatory requirement. Except for MMM in which case the 
award can be bestowed to one who is still in his duty assignment provided he 
has served in said assignment for a continuous minimum period of three 
years. 

(5) In the determination of whether or not relief is required for 
MMM award, distinction should be made, thus the MMM award for 
achievement or heroism does not require relief from duty or position. 

d) The Board shall scrutinize the submitted reports and validate the 
attachments by the unit commanders or through conduct of interview on the 
involved personnel when possible. 

e) Likewise, the Board may require additional documents/reports, if 
necessary, to justify further the act of heroism/service/achievement, and 
deliberate the contents of the recommendation vis-a-vis the criteria and 
qualifications of the Award being recommended. 

f) The Board may also invite witnesses in case there are 
questions/doubts on the accomplishment specified. 

g) The Secretariat shall coordinate with the Maj Svc Inspector 
General, Provost Marshall General and G2/A2/N2/J2 member representatives 
or their equivalent in the GHQ, AFPWSSUs and Area Commands to check 
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records or to determine if the recommendee has no derogatory/pending or on¬ 
going case that may affect the decision of the board/committee. 

h) The Board shall then recommend approval, downgrading, or 
rejection of an award to proper approving authority, wherein board decisions 
are founded on the majority vote. The majority vote shall be based from the 
number of members of the Board and not on the number of attendees present 
during a meeting/deliberation. 

c. Deciding/Approving Phase 

1) When to decide/approve. The approving authority shall pass a 
resolution/decision two (2) weeks utmost from the receipt of the board’s 
recommendation. 

2) Who can decide/approve 

a) Recommendation of awards for approval by the President, The 
Secretary of National Defense and the Chief of Staff, AFP are coursed as 
follows: 

(1) For awards requiring Presidential approval - CSAFP 

(2) For awards requiring SND approval - CSAFP 

(3) Recommendations for DCS - CSAFP 

(4) For DSS, GC, GSK and other awards higher than MMM 
which do not require Presidential/ SND approval -CSAFP 

(5) Recommendations for awards lower than MMM - J1 

Also refer to the table of awards (4-14) to determine what 
particular award or decoration an office, unit (by levels) is authorized to 
approve. 

3) Approval/ Disapproval of Awards 

a) Major Service Adjutants, Major Service One’s, CAS/CS/CNS 
review board actions and recommend approval to Major Service Commander. 
For higher awards, recommendations of Maj Svc Commanders are forwarded 
to CSAFP, passing through OTAG, (MDD-Awards Secretariat) to initially 
process recommendations. 

b) TAG, J1, TDCS in their order review the AFP Awards and 
Decorations Board’s recommended actions and recommends approval and or 
endorsement to CSAFP (through VCSAFP). 

c) The CSAFP approves recommended awards within his 
authority. For awards that are approved by the President, the CSAFP further 
transmits recommendations to the President through SND. Awards approved 
by the Secretary of National Defense are endorsed by the CSAFP. 
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d) Recommended awards that are disapproved in the process by 
any of the deliberating and approving authority are returned to the 
recommending or initiating authorities for possible downgrading or review and 
may only be resubmitted if new, substantive and essential information is 
provided within the prescribed time limit. The information forming the basis 
must have been previously unknown and not considered by the 
recommending and disapproving officials. 

e) Approved awards are forwarded to the Major Service 
Adjutants/TAG (through J1) for issuance, publication of orders, and recording 
of the documents. 

d. Conferring Phase 

1) When to confer. Awards shall be conferred to the eligible recipient 
one (1) month utmost after its approval. For retiring officers, the date of 
conferring shall be set and done as appropriate. 

2) Who must confer.All unit commanders and heads of offices are 
responsible for the scheduling of presentations of awards forwarded to their 
units and offices in order to fully give due recognition to the awardees’ 
achievements and performance. 

3) How to confer 

a) The presentation of a decoration to the awardee shall be made 
with formal and impressive ceremony including, when practicable, the 
attendance of troops. 

b) In the absence of orders to the contrary, the arrangement 
therefore, and the presentation shall be made by the troop commander. 

c) In the presentation, a decoration may be pinned on the clothes 
of the awardee, whether in uniform or civilian clothing, or the next of kin, in the 
case of presentation following the recipient’s death; however, this shall not be 
construed as authority for a person other than the individual honored by the 
decoration, to wear it. As an alternative to pinning the decoration, especially to 
next of kin, it may be handed to the recipient in an open decoration container. 

d) The presentation to an individual who is no longer in service or 
to the next of kin shall, as a rule, be made at the military post, base, camp or 
station nearest the home of the recipient. 

e) Whenever the Bronze Anahaw Leaf is presented posthumously, 
it shall be appended to the appropriate medal and the complete decoration 
consisting of the medal and Bronze. Anahaw Leaf shall be presented to the 
next of kin rather than the Bronze Anahaw Leaf alone. 

f) During Turnovers/Awarding Ceremonies, strict adherence to the 
responsibilities and guidelines outline hereunder is called for. 
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(1) In the level of the General Headquarters (GHQ), if the 
guest of honor will be: 

(a) The President of the Philippines: CSAFP and DCS for 
Personnel, J1 to assist the President in giving the awards, and TAG, AFP to 
read the citation of the awards. 

(b) The CSAFP: the DCS for Personnel, J1 to assist in 
giving the awards. TAG, AFP to read the citation for the awards. 

(c) Representative of the President: CSAFP and DCS for 
Personnel, J1 to assist in giving the awards, and TAG AFP to read the citation 
for the awards. 

(d) Representative of the CSAFP: DCS for Personnel J1 to 
assist in giving the awards, and TAG, AFP to read the citation for the awards. 

(2) In the level of the Major Service/Area Commands/ 
AFPWSSUs, if the guest of honor will be: 

(a) The President of the Philippines: CSAFP/Comdrs, 
Major Services/Area Comdrs/AFPWSSUs and their Ones to assist in giving 
the awards, the CSAFP and Ones, Major Services/Area Comdrs/AFPWSSUs 
to assist in giving the awards if the Commander, Major Services, Area 
Commands/AFPWSSUs himself is the one being awarded, and TAG AFP of 
Adjutant General of the concerned Major Service/Area Command/ 
AFPWSSUs to read the citation for the awards. 

(b) The CSAFP: DCS for Personnel, J1 and Major 
ServiceComdrs to assist in giving the awards and the Adjutant General of the 
concerned unit to read the citation of the awards. 

(c) Representative of the President: CSAFP, Major 
ServiceComdr and DCS for Personnel, J1 to assist in giving the awards and 
TAG, AFP or Adjutant General of the concerned Major Service to read the 
citation for the awards. 

(d) Representative of the CSAFP: DCS for Personnel, J1 
to assist in giving the awards and Adjutant General of the concerned unit to 
read the citation. 

(3) The designated reader shall read the entire citation as a 
gesture of publicly recognizing the exemplary achievement/heroism/service of 
the awardee/s. However, the citation may be shortened as directed by higher 
authority. 


(4) In each case, the fact, date and place of presentation shall 
be reported to the adjutant of the unit concerned. 

e. Recording Phase 

1) The Adjutant/Admin Officer/Designated recorder of the approving 
authority shall be responsible for maintaining and keeping records for all the 
published orders and all awards conferred. 
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2) Recording and maintaining of records shall also be a responsibility 
of the recommending unit for all approved awards emanating from them. 


f. Revocation of Award 

1) When to revoke an award 

a) Any award may be revoked if facts and circumstances warrant 
so such that the conferred award was found to have a margin of error or doubt 
and that the wearing of such award by the recipient would be misdemeanor 
on his part. 

b) A recommendation/award may be revoked on the following 

grounds: 

(1) Involvement in a disreputable activity or a pending case for 
a service award considering that “honorable service” is a criteria for such 
type/category. The same involvement shall have no bearing against 
achievement/heroism award since the consideration for these types of award 
is the “single act/deed”. 

(2) Forged documents implicating a void information or 
ineligible recipient including duo reports or the same information/evidences 
used in previous recommendations. 

2) Who can revoke an award.The same unit/office that issued the 
order for the award shall have the authority to revoke the award given a 
written request from the unit where the recommendation originated or as 
directed by the higher headquarters. 

3) Flow to revoke an award 

a) The recommending unit/higher headquarter shall first forward a 
revocation request bearing the ground/s of revocation to the office that issued 
the award. 

b) The unit/office that issued the order for the award, upon re¬ 
validation of the given cause/s, cancels the award. The action taken shall then 
be recorded prior furnishing a copy to the directing/requesting unit. 

2. Supplementary Process Flow for Awards approved by the SND and 
the President - The process flow shall be the course for awards approved by 
the President and the Secretary of National Defense, which includes the 
Medal ForValor (MFV), Philippine Legion of Honor (PLOH) and Outstanding 
Achievement Medal (OAM). 
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Figure 2.2 Process Flow for Awards Approved by the President and SND 


a. Processing Higher A wa rds 

1) The AFP Awards and Decorations Board process the 
recommendations for higher awards approved by the President and the SND 
in lieu of the processing/deliberation procedures in Figure 2.2. 

2) For all higher awards, the AFP Adjutant General, Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Personnel, J1, the AFP Deputy Chief of Staff, in that order, review the 
AFP Awards and Decorations Board’s recommendations and communicate 
such recommendations to the CSAFP for his approval and or endorsement 
and where the CSAFP approves awards within his authority. 

3) The AFP Awards and Decorations Board shall likewise deliberate 
recommendations of Medal for Valor in the same way as that of any other 
awards to ascertain appropriateness and completeness of the 
recommendation. Subsequently, MFV recommendations are further endorsed 
by the AFP Awards and Decorations Board to the MFV Board for the next 
level of deliberation in order to ensure the propriety, fitness and attainment of 
the well-meaning intent of the Valor award. The AFP Awards and Decorations 
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Board may require the presence of witnesses and resource persons, including 
the MFV recipients, to testify during the deliberations. 

4) The following parameters are considered in the deliberation by the 
MFV Board: 

a) There must be a singular act of valor that is above and beyond 
the call of duty from lesser forms of bravery. 

b) The deed of the person recommended for the award must be 
proven by incontestable evidence of at least two eyewitnesses whose 
depositions shall be duly notarized. 

c) It must be so outstanding that it clearly distinguishes the act of 
gallantry beyond the call of duty from lesser forms of bravery. 

d) It must involve the risk of life. A complete and utter disregard for 
the personal safety of the recommendee must be proven. It must be 
understood that no one among the personnel of the unit engaged in the battle 
would have normally done the singular act of valor for which the 
recommendee has been cited. Moreover, the recommendee acted on his own 
volition or initiative and that no one gave him any specific orders to do the 
acts of bravery that he did. 

e) It must be the type of deed, which, if he had not done, it would 
subject him to any justified criticism and that his singular act of valor directly 
affected the outcome of the armed engagement. 

f) Narrative of the recommendation must contain the following 

elements: 

(1) Terrain and weather of the area in which the action took 

place. 

(2) Enemy conditions, to include the morale, proximity, 
firepower, casualties and situation prior to, during and after the act on the 
enemy. 

(3) The action of comrades in the immediate vicinity of the act 
and the degree of their participation in the act. 

g) It must also be made clear that even if the act of supreme valor 
was not made, the personnel in the unit or at least the recommendee have 
done all that the honor of war requires such that whatever happens 
afterwards, even if the members of the unit surrendered or retreated without 
orders, the overwhelming odds against them has made such action 
acceptable within the parameters of honorable combat. 

b. Endorsing Higher A wards 

1) For awards that are approved by the President, the CSAFP 
transmits such recommendations to the President through SND. Awards that

are approved by the Secretary of National Defense are endorsed by the 
VCSAFP through the CSAFP. 

2) For the MFV Award, the MFV Board further transmits its own 
recommendation to the Board of Generals (BOG) after deliberation. The BOG 
then reviews the MFV Board’s recommendations. The purpose is to present 
before the members of the BOG the recommendation of the valor award in 
order to obtain their approval as to the nobility and dignity of the deeds and 
confirm the MFV Board’s recommendation. 

3) Moreover, there must be no margin of doubt or any possibility of 
error. Hence, the recommendation of MFV Award must receive no other than 
unanimous approval by the MOV Board members and unanimous recognition 
by the BOG members. The recommended award should manifest and exact 
incontestable proof of the performance and that such deed sets in the 
standard and description of valor. 

4) The BOG Secretary then transmits the Board’s actions to the DCS 
for Personnel, J1 for the preparation and packaging of the recommendation 
for endorsement to the President through SND. The (BOG) shall provide the 
approved minutes of the BOG meeting to the DCS for Personnel, J1 as part of 
the documents in the processing of MFV recommendation to the CSAFP 
through channels. 

5) The CSAFP (who also sits as the Chairman of the BOG) then 
approves the recommendation of endorsement of the award to the President 
through the SND. The SND shall establish within the Defense Department 
their own procedures and requirement in the processing of the MFV Award 
which shall be in accordance with the criteria and parameters of the award set 
forth in this manual. 

c. Approval of Higher A wards 

1) Recommendations of awards that are approved shall be received 
by DCS for Personnel, J1 who shall direct the Adjutant General to issue 
orders, publish such awards and provide copies thereof to the three Major 
Services Adjutants for filing in the concerned personnel’s MPF. 

2) Recommendations that are disapproved (by the CSAFP) shall be 
sent back to the concerned board/committee for re-deliberation or possible 
downgrading. 

3) Recommendations for the MFV Award that are disapproved in the 
process by the deliberating authority from the AFP Awards and Decorations 
Board up to the Department of National Defense shall be returned to the 
initiating unit or office and may only be resubmitted if new, substantive and 
material information is provided within the limits as maybe prescribed. The 
information forming the basis must have been previously unknown and not 
considered by the recommending and disapproving officials. 
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d. Awarding ceremonies shall follow the guidelines and procedures 
prescribed in this manual.

e. The Awards and Decorations Board in the Unified Commands, Division 
Level and their equivalent in the PAF and PN, Battalion Level and their 
equivalent in the PAF and PN. The Boards shall be chaired by their respective 
Chief of Staff/Ex-O, with the Adjutants/Si as Secretary, and the Personnel 
Staff and two (2) other staffs, the Unit Sergeant Majors as members. 

When the Chairperson of the board is on leave or for any reason 
unable to exercise the powers of the Chairperson, the Vice Chairperson shall 
do so in place of the Chairperson. 

If the principal member is unable to attend the meeting, he/she may 
appoint his/her deputy on his/her behalf with the same voting rights. 

All Awards and decoration Board shall have a designated Vice 
Chairperson 

Moreover, the Major Services may create complementary A&DB to cater to 
their respective concerns.

2. Duties and Responsibilities 

a. The Medal for Valor (MFV) Board: The MFV Board shall deliberate 
recommendations of MFV awards as endorsed by the AFP Awards and 
Decorations Board to ensure propriety, fitness and attain the well-meaning 
intent of the Valor award. The Board in the execution of its responsibility, shall 
preserve the true significance and highlight the value of the MFV award. 
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The Secretary, MFV Board: The MFV Board Secretary shall undertake 
the initial screening and processing of recommendations and shall schedule 
board deliberations thereof. Specifically, the secretary ensures the 
completeness of the documents and appropriateness of the recommendation, 
prepares the minutes of board deliberations and resolutions for the Board 
members’ approval, collate all pertinent documents and upon 
recommendation of the Chairman, MFV Board, transmits the recommendation 
to the AFP Board of Generals for final deliberation through the Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Personnel, J1. 

b. The AFP Awards and Decorations Board: The AFP Awards and 
Decorations Board shall deliberate recommendations for higher awards, 
usually those awards that need the approval of the Chief of Staff, AFP 
(CSAFP) Secretary of National Defense (SND), or the President. 

The Secretary, AFP Awards and Decorations Board: The Secretary, 
AFP Awards and Decorations Board shall undertake the initial screening and 
processing of recommendations and shall schedule board deliberations 
thereof. Specifically, the board secretary ensures the completeness of the 
documents and appropriateness of the submitted recommendations, collates 
all pertinent documents and, upon recommendation of the Chairman, AFP 
Awards and Decorations Board, transmits through the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Personnel, J1 the recommendation to the CSAFP for approval or 
endorsement of recommendations to the SND or the President. Likewise, the 
Secretary is responsible for transmitting the complete documents of MFV 
recommendations to the MFV Board Secretary. 

c. The GHQ Awards and Decorations Board: The GHQ Awards and 
Decorations Board shall deliberate recommendations of awards coming from 
GHQ Offices, AFP Wide Support and Separate Units, and Unified 
Commands. The GHQ Awards and Decorations Board shall transmit its 
recommendations through channels to the Commander, GHQ and HSC who 
approves awards within his authority and endorses higher awards that need 
the approval of the CSAFP, SND, or the President to the CSAFP through the 
DCS for Personnel, J1. 

The Secretary, GHQ Awards and Decorations Board: The Secretary, 
GHQ Awards and Decorations Board shall undertake the initial screening and 
processing of recommendations and shall schedule board deliberations 
thereof. Specifically, the Secretary checks the completeness of the 
documents and appropriateness of the recommendations, collates all 
pertinent documents and upon, recommendation of the Chairman, GHQ 
Awards and Decorations Board transmits, the Board’s recommendations to 
the Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, J1 through the Chairman, AFP 
Awards and Decorations Board for approval or endorsement of 
recommendations. 

d. Major Services, AFP Commands/Units Awards and Decorations Board : 
shall deliberate awards within their jurisdiction and endorses higher awards to 
the CSAFP through OTAG (MDD, Awards Secretariat). 
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The Secretary, Major Services/AFP Commands/Unit Awards and 
Decorations Board : The Secretary, Major Services Awards and Decorations 
Board shall undertake the initial screening and processing of 
recommendations and shall schedule board deliberations thereof. Specifically, 
the Secretary checks the completeness of the documents and 
appropriateness of the recommendations and collates all pertinent 
documents. 

e. Unit Commanders and Heads of Offices: Unit Commanders and Heads 
of Offices as the initiating and recommending authorities, shall promptly 
recommend their deserving personnel for appropriate awards to proper offices 
through channels. They shall make sure that their recommendations follow 
the standard format of communication for awards with the required 
endorsement, citations and pertinent documents. Concerned Administrative 
Personnel shall be responsible in preparing such recommendations for the 
approval of their respective Heads or Commanders. 

f. Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, J1: The Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Personnel, J1 shall endorse recommendations of all deliberated awards to 
approving authorities while ensuring compliance to recommendation 
procedures. J1 shall direct issuance of order of all approved awards to the 
Adjutant General. 

g. The Adjutant General, AFP: The AFP Adjutant General initiates 
communications on all deliberated awards and decorations to approving 
authorities through the DCS for Personnel, J1. The Adjutant General shall 
also maintain a file of all approved and issued awards, which contain the 
awardee’s name, serial number, rank, unit, recommending authority, 
approving authority, brief citation and beneficiaries, in case of posthumous 
awards. Futher, they shall inform the awardees of the approved awards. 
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CHAPTER 3 

OTHER GUIDELINES AND PROVISIONS 
Section 3-1 Governing Policies 


1. Limitations 

a. Only one award shall be made for the same act of heroism, 
extraordinary achievement, or period of meritorious service. It shall mean that 
the cited act can only be recommended once (individual or group), thus, the 
same act cannot be used as a basis in another recommendation. Such is 
tantamount to justifying the grounds for revocation as specified in the previous 
paragraph (2-1, f) of this manual. 

b. Duplicating awards shall not be made for outstanding achievement and 
inclusive meritorious service within the same period of time. Continuation of 
the same or similar type of duty previously recognized by an award shall not 
be the basis for a second decoration. 

c. If appropriate, an award may be made to include the extended period 
of a service by superseding the earlier award, or the award previously made 
may be amended to incorporate the extended period of services. 

2. Interim Awards of Lesser Categories- To ensure that the deserving act, 
achievement or service receives recognition, the appropriate authority shall 
promptly award a suitable lesser military decoration pending final action on a 
recommendation for a higher award. The DSS and MMM can be awarded as 
interim awards. And shall be cancelled once the higher award is approved. 

3. Succeeding Awards- Instead of awarding the same decoration or 
service medal, an appurtenance as a substitute thereof shall be granted in the 
following manner: 

a. Bronze Anahaw Leaf - Shall be awarded for the first, second, third and 
fourth succeeding deeds instead of the Medal for Valor, Philippine Legion of 
Honor, Outstanding Achievement Medal,Distinguished Conduct Star, 
Distinguished Service Star, GawadsaKapayapaan, Gold Cross, Distinguished 
Navy Cross, Distinguished Aviation Cross, Silver Cross, Meritorious 
Achievement Medal, Distinguished Service Medal, Chief of Staff 
Commendation Medal and Ribbon, GawadsaKaunlaran, Bronze Cross, Silver 
Wing Medal, Military Merit Medal(Service),SagisagngUlirangKawal, Military 
Civic Action Medal, Armed Forces Conduct Medal, PA, PN(M), PAF & AFP 
Command Reservist (Volunteer) Officer and (Volunteer) Enlisted Personnel of 
the Year Medal and Ribbon, Kagitingansa Barangay. 

b. Silver Anahaw Leaf - Shall be awarded for every fifth succeeding 
Bronze Anahaw Leaf 
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c. Gold Anahaw Leaf - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth Silver 
Anahaw Leaf 

d. Platinum Anahaw Leaf - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth Gold 
Anahaw Leaf 

e. Bronze Equilateral Triangle - Shall be awarded for the first, second, 
third and fourth succeeding deeds instead of the Military Commendation 
Medal 

f. Silver Equilateral Triangle - Shall be awarded for every fifth 
succeeding Bronze Equilateral Triangle instead of the Military Commendation 
Medal 

g. Gold Equilateral Triangle - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth Silver 
Equilateral Triangle 

h. Platinum Equilateral Triangle - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth 
Gold Equilateral Triangle 

/'. Bronze Service Star - Shall be awarded and affixed on the service 
(campaign) ribbon and badge for the first, second, third and fourth succeeding 
campaign/major battle engagement/participation in unit massive 
operations.However, it shall not include the Luzon-Dissidence Campaign 
Medal and Ribbon, Visayan-Dissidence Campaign Medal and Ribbon, and 
Mindanao-Dissidence Campaign Medal and Ribbon. 

j. Silver Service Star - Shall be awarded and affixed for every fifth 
succeeding Bronze Service Star 

k. Gold Service Star - Shall be awarded and affixed in place of the fifth 
Silver Service Star 

l. Platinum Service Star - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth Gold 
Service Star 

m. Bronze Spearhead Device - Shall be awarded for the first, second, 
third and fourth succeeding deeds instead of the Military Merit Medal for 
heroic achievement 

n. Silver Spearhead Device - Shall be awarded for every fifth succeeding 
deed in lieu of the fifth Bronze Spearhead Device 

o. Gold Spearhead Device - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth Silver 
Spearhead Device 

p. Platinum Spearhead Device - Shall be awarded in place of the fifth 
Gold Spearhead Device 

q. Appurtenance to be affixed according to frequency in earning medals. 
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4. Conversion of Awards - This provision shall be applicable to Military 
Commendation Medal (MCM) where five (5) Letters of Commendation 
received under one or the same Commander/Chief of Office is convertible to 
an MCM award. MCM or Awards of certain decoration on the basis of existing 
letters, certificates, citations and/or orders, as hereinafter authorized shall be 
made only upon letter of application of the individual concerned or upon 
recommendation of his unit commander to the Adjutant General, AFP. If 
possible, the applicant for the conversion of an award should enclose the 
original copy of the document, which he wishes to be considered, or furnish all 
possible details as to time, place and deed or service to assist in locating any 
copy from which it may have been recorded. 

5. Posthumous Awards - Awards or medal(s) maybe granted following the 
death of the person being honored in the same manner that they are made for 
a living person, except that the orders and citation shall indicate that the 
award is being made posthumously. In case the individual who distinguished 
himself dies before may nevertheless be made and presented to such 
representative of the deceased as the Chief of Staff, AFP, may designate. 
Eligible classes of surviving next of kin are, on order of precedence, widow or 
widower, eldest son, eldest daughter, father, mother, eldest brother, eldest 
sister, grandparents or eldest grandchild. 

6. Foreign Awards and Decorations and Campaign Medals 

Medals and badges which have been awarded by a foreign sovereign 
government are also authorized for members of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines. 

a. In the case of units of the Armed Forces of the Philippines, which may 
be a recipient of a foreign award for invaluable services rendered, the 
Commander of such unit shall seek authority from the Chief of Staff, AFP to 
receive such award and shall become the authority to award it to the 
individual members thereof. 

b. In the case of individual officer, employee or member of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines, an individual may accept any decoration or medal, 
to include honors or titles of a religious, academic or scientific nature, and 
shall inform the CSAFP thereof. 

c. The relative equivalence and precedence of individual decorations of 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines vis-a-vis those of other countries shall be 
determined by the AFP Awards and Decorations Board on a case-by-case 
basis, as necessary and recommended to the SND for approval. 

7. Miniature - Replicas of decorations, service medals and ribbons in 
miniature, which are authorized for wear on mess jacket, Barong Filipino 
Filipino and/or evening clothes, shall be one-half (1/2)of the actual prescribed 
medals and ribbons. The wearing of miniature on civilian clothes shall be 
limited for ceremonial occasions only. 
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8. Announcement and Publication 

a. Awards and decorations granted by the President, SND and CSAFP 
shall be announced and published in General Orders by command of the 
CSAFP. 

b. All other awards and decorations granted by Commanders of Major 
Services, AFPWSSUs, Unified Commands, Division, Separate Brigade or 
their equivalent in the PAF and PN shall be announced and published in 
General Orders by their respective commands and copies of which shall be 
furnished to the Office of the Chief of Staff, AFP. (Attn: TAG, AFP) 

9. Proposing a New Award 

a. A proposed new award shall likewise follow a recommend-deliberate- 
decide- record flow. 

b. Any Unit/ Office/Personnel in the Armed Forces of the Philippines may 
initiate a proposal for a new award given that the proposed new award is not 
redundant in any intent and form with any existing awards and decorations of 
the AFP. 

c. The proposing unit/office/personnel shall forward their 
proposal/recommendation letter to the Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, J1 
(Attn: Morale Division) with the following attachments: 

1) A brief background of the proposal 

2) Description of the proposed award to include: 

a) Name 

b) To whom awarded 

c) By Whom Awarded 

d) Requirements 

e) Order of Precedence (vis-a-vis the existing decorations) 

f) Appurtenance (if applicable) 

g) Description (to include dimensions of the medal); and 

h) Illustration/Drawing 

3) Flard copy and e-copy of 1 and 2 shall also be submitted for record 
and reference purposes. 

d. The MowelDiv, OJ1 shall endorse the proposed award to the AFP 
Awards and Decorations Board for deliberation. 

e. The AFP Awards and Decorations Board Secretariat shall ensure the 
completeness and appropriateness of the submitted documents, schedules 
for board deliberation, prepares minutes and board resolution and 
subsequently endorses the same to the AFP Regulations Board for further 
deliberation. 
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f. The Chairperson, AFP Regulations Board endorses through the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, J1 the recommendation to the CSAFP for 
approval and endorsement to the SND. 

g. Approved proposals/recommendations are sent back to the AFP 
Awards and Decorations Board Secretariat for recording and incorporation in 
this manual. 

h. Disapproved proposals/recommendations are sent back to the 
proposing/endorsing unit/office/personnel. 

10.Sanctions. The disciplinary powers of the commanding officers under the 
present Article of War 105 shall apply for any transgressions committed by 
members of the Armed Forces in lieu of the implementation of the provisions 
stated herein. 


Section 3-2 Manner of Wearing 

1. When Worn - Medals, decorations, badges, emblems and/or service 
ribbons may be worn on the formal military attire or the service uniform. 
Decorations, service medals and badges shall not be worn on the uniform 
together with their corresponding ribbons. Wearing shall conform with the 
following: 

a. General - May be worn on the uniform on the following occasions, 
unless otherwise prescribed: 

1) On state occasions, local or abroad. 

2) When receiving or calling or acting as escort or aide to the 
President of the Republic of the Philippines. 

3) In all official and social functions at Malacanang and when 
attending other ceremonies and social functions elsewhere given for 
Secretaries of different departments or ranking officers of the AFP and other 
foreign friendly nations. 

4) As escort of the colors. 

b. Prescribed - Commanding Officers may prescribe the wearing on the 
following occasions: 

1) Parades, reviews, inspection and funerals. 

2) Ceremonial and social occasions. 

3) Regular duty, when the General duty uniform is worn. 

c. Optional - Medals, badges/ribbons may be worn at the option of the 
wearer on the above occasions unless not prescribed and prohibited on the 
following occasions: 

1) Holidays, when not on duty with troops; and 

2) Social occasions of a private nature. 
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d. Prohibition - It shall not be worn on the following occasions: 

1) On service shirt, overcoat as when equipped for combat or 
simulated combat 

2) By officers while suspended from command or rank or facing court 
martial or Efficiency Separation Board 

3) By Enlisted Personnel while serving sentence of confinement 

4) When wearing civilian clothing, except for civilian decorations, and 
except as provided in sentence f of this section 

e. When decorations and service medals are worn, under the provisions 
of para, b and c above, all those to which the wearer is entitled shall be worn 
by the persons in formation; persons not in formation, including the reviewing 
and inspecting officers and their staff, may omit the wearing of the same. 

f. On mess jacket, Barong Filipino and evening clothes, miniature may be 
worn. 

g. Authorized badges may be worn on the coat or blouse of the service 
uniform but not on the mess jacket, Barong Filipino or civilian clothes. Badges 
of societies shall not be worn together with decorations, service medals, or 
substitutes. Moreover, there shall be no limit on the number of badges to be 
worn given that they are worn evenly on the left and right side and appear 
appropriate on the clothing. Likewise, the badges worn shall not impede 
movements. 

h. Authorized medallion not exceeding one in number may be worn for a 
particular affair or occasion. Nevertheless, there is no restriction or limitation 
on the wearing/attaching of other medals and ribbons. 

/'. The wearing of miniature on civilian clothes should be limited to 
ceremonial occasions only. 

2. How Worn 

a. Decorations, Service Medals and Ribbons - Are worn on the uniform 
above the left breast pocket in rows of three. Line of medals is about four (4) 
inches below the middle point of the top of the shoulder. The highest award 
shall be to the right in the upper row, the lowest in the lower row to the 
wearer’s left. All ribbons that are multi-colored shall be worn such that the 
blue colors are placed toward the wearer’s right. 

b. Badges - May be worn at all times when in uniform. These badges are 
worn above the line of the medals or ribbons on the left breast pocket and on 
the right breast packet, respectively. Moreover, there shall be no limit in the 
number of badges to be worn given that they are worn evenly on the left and 
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right side and appear appropriate on the uniform. Likewise, the badges worn 
shall not impede movements. 

c. Service Ribbons - The ribbon is worn in lieu of an authorized 
decoration and service (campaign) medal. One ribbon for each decoration or 
medal is authorized. 

1) Service ribbons may be worn on the coat, or blouse. They shall not 
be worn on mess jacket, combat uniform or civilian clothes overcoat. 

2) Service ribbons may either be sewed in place or attached by means 
of a bar. They should be worn in the same color and precedence as 
prescribed for service medals and decorations. 

3) The announcement on general orders of the awards of any 
decoration shall be the authority for subject individual to wear the ribbon or 
the award pending the actual presentation of the decoration itself. 

d. Appurtenances - Appurtenances are affixed on the basic 
decoration/service medal and ribbon/badge to distinguish each deed and 
succeeding deeds falling under the same category of the award. 

1) Anahaw Leaf (Bronze, Silver, Gold, Platinum) - It shall be 
affixed/attached in a position where the tip blade is pointed upward. 

2) Equilateral Triangle (Bronze, Silver, Gold, Platinum) - It shall be 
attached/affixed in a position where the vertex angle is pointed upward and 
the base of the triangle as the bottom part. 

3) Service Star (Bronze, Silver, Gold, Platinum) - It shall be 
affixed/attached in a position where two (2) of its pointed tips are serving as 
the base. 

4) Spearhead Device (Bronze, Silver, Gold, Platinum) - It shall be 
affixed/attached in a position where the spearhead point/tip is pointing 
upwards. 

e. Miniature 

1) Miniature of decoration, service medals, and ribbons attached to a 
bar or chains are worn on the lapel of evening clothes, military and civilian. On 
Barong Filipino, the upper line of medals three (3) in a row are to be placed on 
the left breast about four (4) inches below the middle point on the top of the 
shoulder in the order of precedence beginning from the top. 

2) Miniature anahaw leaf cluster shall be worn on the appropriate 
ribbon awarded. 
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Section 3-3 Miscellaneous Provisions 

1. Guidelines in the Preparation of Unit/Office Seals/Logos - The 

following guidelines are hereby set forth and may be followed in the 
preparation of unit seals/logos: 

a. As provided for under Section 51, Chapter VI, Rule 8 of Republic Act 
8491 Series 1998 - The Flag and Heraldic Code of the Philippines, and as 
adopted by the AFP Heraldry Board on 5 June 2009: 

1) It may feature either abstract or natural emblems/visuals 
representing significant aspect, or events representative or related to the 
unit/office history, mandates, duties, functions, visions and thrusts for which 
the unit/office can best be identified. 

2) Components of seal/logo designs must feature indigenous Filipino 
culture values, history, traditions, sense of nationalism and those of 
universally accepted symbols. 

3) Symbols in the seal/logo must be unique and distinct from other 
organization’s symbol. 

4) Symbols, names, initials, pictures, silhouettes or images of living 
persons shall not be featured in the design of seal/logo. 

5) Symbolism in the seal/logo must be appropriate and adequate to 
depict or describe the whole design. 

6) The name of the unit/office must be in prominent position in the 
seal/logo. 

7) The National Coat of Arms/AFP and Major Services Seal, when 
used as the main part or as a component of the seal/logo, must occupy the 
place of honor. 

8) In using National Coat of Arms/AFP Major Service Seal or the Unit 
logo/seal for numismatic purposes, wet or dry seals and painted or printed in 
the monochrome, tincture representation shall be used. 

9) The use of National Flag is prohibited except where the flag has 
become part of the unit’s/office’s history. 

10) The motto, title or phrase to be incorporated in the seal/logo maybe 
in the national language or in any local dialect. 

11 )The seal/logo shall not be revised or changed more than once 
every ten (10) years. 
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b. As to its dimension, the seal/logo must be proportional to the field to 
which it shall be attached or emblazoned with in order to have a semblance of 
aesthetic appearance, thus: 

1) For use on flag/standards the seal/logo should be 1/4 the size of the 
fly and 1/3 the size of the hoist. 

2) For use as patch, the seal/logo should be 2 inches in diameter. 

3) For use as metal badge, the seal/logo should be 1 1/2 inches in 
diameter. 

c. As to color interpretation and symbolism, the same should abide by the 
generally accepted meaning or symbolism ofcolors, such as: 

1) Red - For excitement, energy, passion, desire, speed, strength, 
power, heat, love, aggression, danger, fire, blood, war, and all things intense 
and passionate. 

2) Yellow - for joy, happiness, optimism, idealism, imagination, hope, 
sunshine, summer, gold, and philosophy 

3) Blue - For peace, tranquillity, calmness, stability, harmony, unity, 
trust, truth, confidence, conservatism, security, cleanliness, order, loyalty, sky, 
water, cold and technology 

4) Orange - For energy, balance, warmth, enthusiasm, vibrancy, 
expansiveness, flamboyance and demand of attention 

5) Green - For nature, environment, health, good luck, renewal, youth, 
vigor, spring, generosity and fertility 

6) Purple - Royalty, spirituality, nobility, ceremony, mysteriousness, 
transportation, wisdom and enlightenment 

7) Gray - For security, reliability, intelligence, staid, modesty, dignity, 
maturity, solid, conservatism and practicality 

8) Brown - For earth, heart, home, outdoor, reliability, comfort, 
endurance, stability and simplicity 

9) White - For reverence, purity, simplicity, cleanliness, peace, 
humility, precession, innocence, youth, birth, winter, good, sterility. 

10) Black - for power, sophistication, formality, elegance, wealth, 
mystery, fear and anonymity 

11) Gold - For feeling of prestige, illumination, wisdom, wealth and 
high quality. 
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12) Bronze - hard 

13) Silver - Associated with eloquence persuasiveness, gentleness and 
peacefulness 

14) Dark Red - Associated with vigor, will power, leadership and 
courage 

15) Maroon - Associated with harvest 

16) Dark Green - Associated with ambition 

17) Olive Green - The traditional color of peace 

18) Aqua Green - Associated with emotional healing and protection 

19) Light Yellow - Associated with intellect, freshness and joy 

20) Light Blue -Associated with health, healing, tranquillity and 
understanding. 

21) Dark Blue - Represents knowledge, power, integrity and 
seriousness 

d. Other signs and symbols that may be incorporated in the seal/logo 
includes the following: 

1) Geographical: Natural aspects/features such as locations, 
boundaries and territories. 

2) Historical/Tourist spots: 

a) Man-made - such as towers, parks, monuments, or landmarks 

b) Natural - such as mountains, springs, caves, or beaches 

c) Events - such as battles or uprising 

3) Economic: 

a) Agriculture - such as rice fields, main or secondary products 

b) Industrial - such as factories or mills 

c) Aquatic Resources - such as crustaceans, fishes, gastropod or 

anemone 

d) Homemade products - such as amenities, necessities or 
contingencies 

e) Natural resources - such as forests, quarries or mineral 

4) Cultural: 

a) Tradition - such as festivals, rituals, rites, or ceremony/ies 

b) Personages - such as those who are/were legendary or eminent 
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5) Ethnological origin - such as races, characters, influence, or ethnic 

groups 

6) Biological - such as flora and fauna 

e. Unit Commanders/Office Chiefs are responsible in ensuring that their 
units’/offices’ seals/logos are prepared in accordance with the policy 
guidelines herein enunciated. 

f. These unit/office seals/logos to include the accompanying 
symbolisms/descriptions shall then be submitted to the Chief of Staff, AFP 
(Attn: AFP Fleraldry Board/Military History Center) in eight (8) copies each for 
deliberation and approval, thereafter the approved seal/logo and its soft copy 
shall be submitted to the National Historical Institute (NHI) for recording and 
evaluation. A copy of the validated and recorded seal/logo shall be returned to 
the unit/office of origin for file and references. 

g. The office of the AFP Military History Center is designated as the 
repository of all approved unit/office seals/logos. As such, no reproduction of 
these heraldic items shall be made without prior clearance from the same 
office. 

2. Supersession. The regulations stipulated in this manual supersedes 
AFPRG 131-053 dated 01 July 1986, including its changes 1-9 and all other 
provisions, policies, or directives related hereto.

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ANNEX A 

GLOSSARY 

The following terms, as used in this manual, shall be defined as follows: 

Award - Anything tangible granted to an individual or unit in recognition 
of acts of gallantry or heroism, meritorious service, achievement, skill and 
proficiency. 

All decorations, medals, badges, streamers, plaques, trophies, letters 
and certificates or the purpose of this manual shall be collectively referred to 
as “award”. 

Decoration - A piece of metal/material representing an award. 

Appurtenance - A device added or attached to the basic decoration to 
signify and distinguish each deed and succeeding deeds or requirements 
falling under the same category of the decoration. 

Conspicuous - clearly distinguished above others in the performance 
of one’s duty. 

Eminently - High in merit, characterized by a high degree of 
performance of one’s duty. 

Exemplary - A commendable deed, act or service which sets 
example. 

Honorable - A praiseworthy accomplishment of duties or service 
showing a sense of what is right, proper and noble. 

Meritorious Service - A praiseworthy execution of duties over a 
period of time. Service differs from achievement in the sense that service 
concerns a period of time, whereas achievement concerns an enterprise 
having a definite beginning and end not necessarily connected with a specific 
period of time. 

Meritorious Achievement - A praiseworthy accomplishment with 
easily discernible beginning and end, carried through to completion. The 
length of time involved is not a consideration but speed of accomplishment 
and impact of such accomplishment may be factors in determining the worth 
of the endeavor. 

Heroism - Specific acts of bravery or outstanding courage, or a closely 
related series of heroic acts performed within a short period of time. 

Outstanding - A performance of duty or service having estimable 
importance. 

Valuable - A performance of duty or service having desirable or 
esteemed characteristic or qualities of importance. 
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Major Responsibility - Duty of such character or position of such 
nature as to significantly influence the accomplishment of the primary mission 
of a major command, or military activity contributory to the realization of the 
major objectives of the AFP and the government. 

Position of Major Responsibility - The office or position duly created 
at the Major Services, AFPWSSUs, Unified Command, GHQ or at higher 
levels with TO rank required Colonel and above in given responsibility of 
initiating or involving major plans, activities, programs or projects in the pursuit 
of the AFP mission and objective. Definitely, such office or position has the 
inherent authority and capability to accomplish such major plans, activities, 
programs or projects. 

Medal - The distinctive physical device of metal and ribbon, which 
constitutes the tangible evidence of an award. 

Service Medal - An award generally given in recognition of an 
honorable performance of duty during a specified campaign or conflict. 

Service Ribbon - A ribbon identical in color with the suspension 
ribbon of the service medal it represents, attached to a bar equipped with a 
suitable attaching device. A service ribbon is issued with each service medal. 

Badges - Are awards that signify rating, qualification, or 
accomplishment in several career fields, and also serve as identification 
devices for personnel occupying certain assignments in the AFP. Badges are 
usually made from metal, plastic, leather, textile, and rubber 

Military Decoration - An award given on a restricted individual basis 
in recognition of and as a reward, for heroic, extraordinary, outstanding, and 
meritorious acts, achievement and services. 

Wound - An injury on any part of the body inflicted by an outside force, 
elements, or agent as a result of a hostile act of the enemy or while in action 
in the face of an armed enemy. 

Enemy - A person or a group of persons opposed to duly constituted 
authority through violence and who seeks to injure or destroy lives and 
properties. 

Citation - A written narrative of an act, deed or meritorious 
performance of duty or service for which an award is made. 

Streamer - A narrow free floating special strap of cloth usually with 
tassels. It is attached to organizational colors flying the unit’s bravery or 
meritorious service either during peacetime or wartime. 

Above and beyond the call of duty - Exercise of a voluntary course 
of action, a mission which would not justify subject individual to censure for

failure in the performance of duty. It usually includes the acceptance of 
existing danger or extraordinary responsibilities with praiseworthy fortitude 
and exemplary courage. In its highest degree, it includes the voluntary 
acceptance of danger and risk of life. 

Distinguished himself/herself by - A person to be distinguished 
must, by praiseworthy accomplishments, be set apart from other persons in 
the same or similar circumstances. Determination of this distinction requires 
careful consideration of exactly what is or was expected as ordinary, routine, 
or customary behavior and accomplishment of individuals of like rank and 
experience for the circumstance. 

Outstanding service - An act or deed that is given and rendered in an 
excellent or exceptional manner giving a positive and useful result. 

Internal peace and security - The condition of state where armed 
threats are reduced and that civil authorities can ensure the safety and well¬ 
being of the people. 

Valuable contribution - An act or deed that is so constructive or 
useful in the attainment of the state objectives. 

Societal understanding - Awareness and acceptance of the diverse 
Filipino culture and respect of the differences brought by them. 

Reconciliation - Openness to change, re-building relations and re¬ 
affirming camaraderie. 

Exceptional achievement - A distinct act or deed that apart from 
being beneficial can serve as inspiration and motivation in attaining common 
good. 


National accord - Oneness or unity of the populace in establishing a 
desirable state or society. 

Development - A progressive change in the state or society where 
human dignity and welfare is sustained. 

Combat Units -Units/forces under the Western Command or its 
OPCON units tasked to undertake combat missions. 

Combat Support Units - Units/forces under the Western Command or 
its OPCON units tasked to provide support to its combat units. 

Kalayaan Island Group -Group of islands at the West Philippine Sea 
where the Republic of the Philippines have established claims. 

OPCON Unit - Units with Western Command tasked for operational 
purposes only. 
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Western Command - A Unified Command of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines that is tasked to secure Palawan and KIG areas. 

Volunteering - it is the rendering of time and effort to cause-oriented 
projects for non-monetary cost, professional fee, and any financial 
renumeration. 

Kapanalig - A Filipino term meaning “one in ideology” or “advocate” of 
the same principle 

Surface Warfare Operations - Field of naval operations concerned 
with different aspects of naval shipboard such as Seaborne Internal Security 
Operations, Exclusive Economic Zone Surface Naval Patrols, Interdiction 
Patrols, Amphibious and Sealift Operations, Naval Blockades, Anti-piracy and 
Naval Gunfire Support. 

Commissioned Vessel - Any ship or craft that has been 
commissioned into the service of the Philippine Navy through proper 
commissioning orders. 

Non-commissioned Vessels - Any craft, environmental watercraft or 
muzzle boat that has been in service by any Philippine Navy Unit but not 
covered by commissioning orders. 

Mission Ready or Ready for Sea (RFS) - Refers to a unit that 
satisfies the minimum operational readiness requirement for “Mission Ready” 
for that specific type of unit as prescribed in the manual on Unit Readiness 
Reporting System of the Philippine Navy. Level of readiness varies from Level 
II, which is Mission Ready, Level III which is Exercise Ready and Level IV 
which is Battle Ready. 

Not Ready for Sea (NRFS)- Refers to the level of readiness of a ship 
whereby the vessel is not ready to undertake any mission or naval operations 
either due to technical, logistical, or manning constraints. 

Commanding Officer - Commissioned Officer 

1. Commissioned Officer of the AFP designated by the Flag Officer - 
in Command, Philippine Navy through recommendation of the 
Philippine Navy Command-At-Sea Selection Board to command a 
Commissioned Vessel of the Philippine Navy. 

2. Commanding Officer - The officer in command of military unit who 
has ultimate authority over the unit within the bounds of military law. 

Boat Captain - Enlisted Personnel of the Philippine Navy designated 
to command any non-commissioned vessel of the Philippine Navy except 
those of the Philippine Marines 

Command-at-Sea Badge - Refers to the qualification badge awarded 
by the AFP to Commissioned Officers who have successfully commanded a 
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Commissioned Vessel of the PN in accordance to the existing AFP and PN 
regulations and policies governing the award of subject badge 

Watchstander- A personnel who has been qualified by the 
Commanding Officer in case of Officers and Executive Officer in case o 
Enlisted Personnel aboard Commissioned Vessel and Boat Captain for 
Enlisted Personnel aboard non-commissioned vessels 

Officer of the Deck (OOD) - A commissioned Officer of the AFP 
designated by the Vessels Commanding Officer as his/her representative for 
a certain period and responsible for ove all safety, operation of the vessel and 
in performance of the Commanding Officer’s order of the day while moored 
alongside or at anchor 

Officer of the Watch (OOW) - A commissioned Officer of the AFP 
designated by the Vessels Commanding Officer as his/her representative for 
a certain period at sea, responsible for the ships safety, operations and in 
performance of the Commanding Officer’s order of the day while making 
underway. 

Minimum Requirements of Officer Billet (MROB) - A set of criteria 
to be met by an officer for him/her to satisfy the requirements of a particular 
shipboard assignment as prescribed by the Philippine Navy Regulation 
Manual 

Minimum Requirements for Enlisted Personnel Billet (MREP) - A 

set of criteria to be met by an Enlisted Personnel for him/her to satisfy the 
requirements of a particular shipboard assignment as prescribed by the 
Philippine Navy Regulation Manual 

Minimum Requirements for Surface Warfare Operations Task 
Book - A set of criteria on minimum shipboard evolutions, operations and 
experience every candidate Officer and Enlisted Personnel must undertake in 
order to qualify for the Surface Warfare Operations Badge. 

Underway - A term used to describe any vessel, which is not on 
anchor or moored alongside moving from one point to another making way. 

Field of Specialization (FOS) - A career program of the PN which 
classify all naval officers into a specific field of specialty in relation to their 
educational background, training and expertise 

Naval Operations (NAVOPS) - FOS concerned with the naval warfare 
operations especially with respect to the different aspects of the Naval Air 
Operations performed by the Naval Air Group, Naval Special Warfare 
Operations of the Naval Special Warfare Group and the Naval Surface 
Warfare Operations of the Philippine Fleet floating assets. 

Specialization Course - Training course for Personnel a particular 
rating as prescribed under the Major Service Personnel Job Classification

AFP HERALDRY 

DECORATIONS, MEDALS, RIBBONS AND BADGES 

1. Name: Medal for Valor 

2. To Whom Awarded: Military personnel of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, including recognized guerrilla forces. 

3. By Whom Awarded: President of the Republic of the Philippines. 

4. Requirements: Actions involving actual conflict with an armed enemy, 
distinguishing oneself conspicuously by gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of life 
above and beyond the call of duty. In order to justify an award of the Medal for 
Valor, an officer or enlisted man must perform in action or deed of personal bravery 
of self-sacrifice above and beyond the call of duty as conspicuous as to distinguish 
himself above his comrades. 

5. Description: 
a. Obverse 

1) Blazonry and Tincture 

a) Disc - It is in gold with a golden sea lion and water waves on its face. 
It is resting on a cross and crossed-swords. 

b) Sea lion - It is a relief in gold holding the Philippine sun and placed 
symmetrically on the disc. Portions of the body and the tail are submerged in 
water. The tail end is visible. 

c) Water waves - It is composed of five (5) blue ripples and placed on 
the center base of the disc. 

d) Conventionalized cross - It is relief in red with gold borders. It 
superimposes another cross with the edges extended beyond its borders. The 
edges of the flanges are in arc. The flange at center chief has three (3) golden 
stars arranged in a triangle pattern. 

e) Crossed swords - They are in gold, placed in level with the cross and 
also covered by the disc. The blades are at dexter and sinister chiefs, and the hilts 
are at a dexter and sinister base. Both tangs are tanged to the sides of the cross at 
dexter and sinister bases. 

f) Bar - It is in gold. The top and lower sides have grooved borders. 
Embossed in it is the phrase “FOR VALOR”, in bold, single stroke Gothic letters. It 
connects the medal to the wreath. 
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g) Wreath - It consists of ten (10) white sampaguita buds and twenty- 
two (22) green sampaguita leaves hinged to the bar, and serves as a link to the 
neckband.

For acts of conspicous courage, gallantry and intrepidity above and beyond the call of duty while 
serving as Automatic Rifleman of the Command Group, 3rd Scout Ranger Company, 1st Scout 
Ranger Battalion, First Scout Ranger Regiment, Special Operations Command, Philippine Army 
during as encounter against more or less 100 armed elements of the Moro National Liberation Front 
- Misuari Faction at vicinity Targets and 24, Barangay Sta Barbara, Zamboanga City on 241400H 
September 2013. Despite being wounded and hospitalized brought about by his previous encounter 
with the RMEs o 13 September 2013, Private First Class Paquit voulunteered to return to ground 
zero to continue the fight for a one antion and one flag and bring Zamboanga City to nomalcy. His 
display of intrepidity and courage during the conduct of a coordinated attack on Targets 5 and 12 in 
order to neutralize enemy forces has weakened the enemy from thier location. Subsequently, heavy 
exchange of fires erupted between the enemy and trapping section of 3SRC at Target 3. Due to the 
massive firepower coming from the well-entrenched enemy forces and deteriorating cover, Private 
First Class Paquit repositioned his squad automatic weapon in order to deliver accurate fires toward 
enemy strongholds, Aminds impending danger and deep concern to the repositioning troops, Private 
First Class Paquit adjusted his position to a better line of sight but more vulnerable to enemy fire, not 
minding the danger that may come and continued to were able to reposition with only minimal, 
resistance felt from the enemy. With his courage, dedication and unselfish attitude, further casualties 
were avoide dand the neutratlization of enemy firing positions greatly contributed to the clearing and 
capture of enemy strongholds on Targets 5 and 24. A a result of his selfless act, a bullte pierced his 
left neck that caused his fatal dath. The operation resulted to the capture of 41 MNLF fighters, 15 
enemy kille (BC), recovery of 41 assorted firearms, 44 assorted magazines, 796 rounds of 
ammunitions, two (2) pcs Camera, one (1) Iphone, one (1) cellular phone and other war materiel 
with high interllience value.

COMMANDER ZOSIMO M BOLANOS JUNIOR 0-11258 PHILIPPINE NAVY 

for distinguished heroism while participating in naval operations as Commanding Officer for 
BRP General Mariano Alvarez, PS 38 from 09 September 2013 to 12 October 2013 and 
Commander, Naval Task Group Mariqui from 26 September to 04 October 2013 during the 
conduct of Intensified Maritime Interdiction Operation (MIO), Naval Blockade, Combat 
Support and Maritime Patron at the vicinity of Zamboanga Peninsula and Basilan against 
the rogue Moro National Liberation Front - Misuari Faction that attached Zamboanga City. 
Imbued with personal sacrifice, dedication to duty and a high sense of professionalism, 
subject Officer has painstakingly performed his duties and responsibilities in guarding the 
coastal waters of Zamboanga City and Basilan thereby maintaining security in the vicinity 
and preventing the movement of the enemies using the sea.

Subordinate Unit Commanders with TO rank of Brigadier General or higher 

4. Requirements: Dedicated service or exemplary achievement or in volunteering 
to support the public affairs and civil relation objectives and activities of the AFP 
especially in media and other related fields in public information and education. 

a. Definition of terms: 

1) SERVICE - it is the exemplary execution of duties and responsibilities 
for the military, the government, the society and the nation as a whole. Relief from 
duties/position is a requirement to earn a service award 

2) ACHIEVEMENT - it is the accomplishment of a service done in the 
pursuit of excellence and which has a great impact on our nation. Relief from 
position/duties and the length of time for the project’s completion is not a 
requirement for an achievement award. 

3) VOLUNTEERING - it is the rendering of time and effort to cause- 
oriented projects for nonmonetary cost, professional fee and any financial 
remuneration 

4) KAPANALIG - a Filipino term meaning “ one in ideology” or “advocate 
of the same principle” 


5. Description: 

a. MEDAL. It is semi-oval in shape and bronze in color, and superimposed 
in the center of the circle is a relief head of the great orator and first editor of the 
Philippine Revolutionary paper ‘La Solidaridad’ - Graciano Lopez Jaena dressed in 
a 1800s coat and tie. Etched on the lower parabola of his chest is the hero’s name 
over an enameled red field. 

Meanwhile, a wreath made of Sampaguita has its tendrils tied in the ancient 
Filipino script K encased in a red triangle at the center base. There are flowers laid 
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on the outer boarder of the inner circle arching 2/3 upwards supporting a royal blue 
enameled scroll with the embossed Latin words “Veritas” (Truth) and Patria 
(Country) to the left and right, respectively. The color red in the triangle symbolizes 
courage and patriotism and the royal blue freedom, and the ancient Filipino script K 
stands for “Kapanalig.” 

Then, parallel to the center circle are embracing seven white lines directly 
below the uplifted Sampaguita leaves. This Sampaguita wreath means recognition 
for service and achievement, while the seven white lines represent the Seven 
Pillars of CMO namely: Military Values Education, Military Livelihood enhancement, 
Civic Action, Community Relations, Public Information, Psychological Operations, 
Research and Special Studies. 

On the lowest center portion of the medal are the AFP superimposed over a 
platform and connected to the left and right sides with laurel leaves two in a row, 
one on top of the other, with the topmost longer in length bordered by six toothed 
gears for each of the left and right flank of the medal. The laurel wreath signifies 
honor and greatness, enclosed by the AFP triangle, and then the gear with a total 
of twelve teeth represent the whole year of dedication and service. 

At the center of the topmost portion of the medal on the left oblique is a 
Tambuli angled downwards the right of a feathered pen superimposed crossing 
from the right oblique descending to the left of the tambuli and feathered pen 
symbolizes the historical implements of the medium.

enemy lair in the hinter areas. With no time to inform their detachment about the 
situation, CAA Bandoy opted to confront the armed dissidents despite the risk of their 
lives for being outnumbered. With courage, he took advantage of the thick 
undergrowth and tactically maneuvered towards the enemy position. A fierce firefight 
ensued between them for ten minutes. He directed his companions to give him cover 
as he moved from one place to another to be able to penetrate the enemy’s location. 
Once in a vantage position, he and his companions delivered heavy volume of fires 
towards the enemy, prompting the latter to withdraw, leaving behind two killed 
comrades and one Ml 6 rifle. One of the enemy fatalities was later identified as the 
alleged Finance Officer of the Front Committee 77. By this display of courage, CAA 
BANDOY earned lasting honor not only for himself but also for the military

Immediately after, the troops maneuvered tactically on a 
high ground, sensing that more of them were just within the vicinity, but they were noticed by 
the dissidents. This prompted the team leader of the troops to order his men to open fire 
towards the enemy position. Caught unaware, the terrorists panicked but were able to 
retaliate, hitting two of the government troopers. At this point the troops fought back and 
delivered heavy volume of fires at the enemy position. The firefight lasted for almost five 
hours until reinforcement arrived at the scene of encounter, forcing the terrorists to withdraw 
towards different directions. This encounter resulted in the killing of two enemies, wounding of 
two others, capture of another two terrorists and recovery of one M-16 A1 rifle. By this 
gallantry, these CAFGU Active Auxiliary personnel earned honor not only for themselves and 

their unit but also for the Philippine Army.

c. Categories - KIGCMR (Bantay Lahi Category) - This medal is same as 
that of the basic medal except that a fortress sign is placed at the medal or 
service ribbon. Bantay Lahi Category is awarded to any AFP personnel who 
were actually deployed in any of the RP-held islands for a period of at least 
two (2) months. The material of the fortress sign will depend on the length of 
the deployment of the AFP personnel as follows:

Dagohoy Rebellion in Bohol, the Novales Coup in 1823, the 1843 Revolt and 
the 1872 in Cavite mutiny culminating in the organization of the Katipunan in 
1896 which provided the impetus for the 1898 “Tres De Abril” Cebu Revolt led 
by Pantaleon Villegas alias Leon Kilat including the Heroic individuals who 
continued to revolt against the subsequent American and Japanese regimes.

“Crossed rifles” was adopted as an infantry insignia of the 
Revolutionary Philippine Army in 1898. 

The symbol 
was used in the original infantry insignia during the Revolutionary Period with 
its rays representing the eight provinces that first revolted against Spain. 

3) Bayonet - It is a knife or a dagger-shaped weapon designed to fit on or 
over the muzzle of a rifle or similar weapon. It was the infantryman’s 
secondary close combat weapon. This same type of rifle was adopted as an 
infantry insignia of the Revolutionary Philippine Army in 1898.

It is unsheathed and has 
its cutting edge up to symbolize the courage and readiness of the Filipino 
soldier. The saber takes design of General Emilio Aguinaldo’s official sword. 

3) Sun - Represents the Philippine Army formed in 1897. The symbol 
was used in the original cavalry insignia during the Revolutionary period with 
its rays representing the eight provinces that first revolted against Spain. 

c. Colors. In a decree issued by General Emilio Aguinaldo on 30 July 
1898, the distinctive color assigned to the cavalry was green. Since 
establishment of the Philippine Army Regiment (PALAR), the branch color 
was predominant gray until the adoption of green and gold (or yellow) in 1992.

Relatedly, it symbolizes the flaming desire of the Army Corps 
of Engineers for peace and development. 

3) Shovel And Pick - During the late 19 th Century, this basic icon was 
adopted by the Army of the Philippines Revolution as a part of their military 
insignia. These tools are the fundamental construction implements of the first 
Army Engineers that provided support for the infantry through manual 
establishment of fighting trenches. Today, these tools symbolize the 
commitment of the Army Corps of Engineers towards nation building and 
sustain government thrusts to address Internal Security Operations in tandem 
with the other military and security efforts.
